The 
Ereneh Government, in the meanwhile, have already assented to the provisional 
ap]>l{cation of economies to tho redemption of eorvde, and tins AI, Itiliot eonsidors 
is quite siiDiciont for the Egy^ptian Govemmciit to act upon, and he will listen to no 
lepmscntntion 16 the (xmtrary. ilia Excclloney stated that if, notivitlistanding this 
<joncesaioii, the Egyptian Uovernmeut impose the la3c> T’lance will regard such a 
proceeding ns deliberately unfriendly, and her relations with EnglEind must undergo a 
serious refi'otdisFiitiviit. .\I. Eibot added that, if the coi'Vco question was ouo of gi^at 
urgency for the Egyptian Government, the Zanjihar question was equally urgent for 
Frnneo, and both must uow^ Ijc dealt with in Lniidon, and net at Cairo* They could 
lie settled In time to prevent grave misnndci'standing.s if your Lovd&lup w^ould unswer 
M* Waddingion^s repre-acu tuitions ahciit Zau?.ihar by Alenduy or Tuesday.

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In 189t the intei'cs^ on Sues Canal shares, Qmountiug to 200,000h per annum, 
falls into E ryiit, and it is to bo feared that France would stdsc uiKm tins addition to 
U^nueas i^pi^tcxt for refusiug umewal of their assent for dfivotion of cOTivcmon 

economics to cotv6e at the expimtion of five ycara.

It was incorrect to assert that the Govemment of 
Eg}-pt had no alternative between the employment of the economica and the iiiipoaition 
of the tax, It liad, in other ftmdat ample resnurcc!^ t'oi the aboJiiion of tliq cotv 6 c, if it 
chose to apply them to that purpose. Mr. Palmer bad fully acknowledged this to be 
the Ctoc. 

I told his Excellency that ho must have entirely misunderstood Mr* i^alnicr if lie 
supposed him to have niade any such aeknowledgmerit; and I nqctl liardly add that 
Mr. Palmer assures me lie has never said n word to M, Pi hot that could bear such an 
interpretation. His Esceileucy, however, went on to say that, even if hia iniprcssioii on 
this point was erroneous, it was t|uitc u&elcss for mo to attempt to shake bis conviction 
that the Egyptiau Government was under no sort of disability to act at once on the 
ifAnction already given by France to proviaional employmenl of the economies tor the 
redemption of tbc coiv^e. 'I’be only restriction placed by tUo Frencli Government on 
the appUeation to that pur|K)So of 160 * 000 b worth of the economics was a condition that 
the ultimate ap]>lication of the whole of the cconoinieu should be reserved for the 
decision of the Powers, If the Powers failed to agree about ibis within the uevt twelve 
months, the proviaional sanction might, nod probabl)' would, then be provisicuifilly 
extended, in any case, if the extension were refused* it would then be time enough to 
have recourse to I tie tax. Meanwhllt* the money was there, w ith penuission to apply it 
as desired. This wus all the Egyptian Governmunt could reasonably ask tor nt the 
pre^nt moment, If, in these circumstances* the tax were imposed, its iinpoaition would 
be regarded by Trance as a “proc^diS detestable” and produce a very serious refroidmt- 
men/ in her refalions with England. 

As to the firgumeiit of urgency which I had used, lie must beg me to understand^ 
that the settlement of tlie corvee quest ion is not more urgent to the Government ot 
Egypt than ilia I of the ZamtiliaT (piqstion is to the OoveramLmt of loanee* The latter 
question mmst he Hcttled hrsl* so far at least as its settlement depends on the rronch 
Government But eight dnys or more bod now' elapsed since your Lordship's receipt 
of .M. WaddingtoiTs ooiumimitation to you on that subject. If a salitfactory reply 
to tills communication w'cre received early next week, both qucfitiouG could be diaposcd 
of within a fortnight. 

Here M. Kibot seemed mrxious in shil't tlie course of our conversation from the 
con'fc question to llic Zanzibar question* into wbieli i declined to follow liiiw. Before 
relinquishing that question* however, he repented several times that France had asfciid 
for notliiiig wliieh would cost England tl>e smallest sacrifice of Eu'^lish inlerests, and 
tiiat our consent to tm immtdialc revision of our Treaty with Tuiiiis would insure the 
lasting gratitude of France—an assurniico on which I cannot jvjviae Her Mfijcsty^s 
Goveriiineiit to place ibc funaUest reliance, France haK shown no gratitude for our 
prolonged abstention from the serious oinbjirros.sinent wc might* had we wished It, liave 
intlictcd on her position both in 'J'iuiIh end Miulogasear; and, idthougb tor other reasons 
it limy 1.10 desirable, if po'^tibic* to smtii^i'y llio demands she is putting forward with 
reference to our own poaition in Zaiiittbai', I am convinced that the salisliietiou of them^

Your Lordship will observe that the inermed duty on imported tobacco la to be 
levied on and after the Ut July of thia year. That tlie iasu^e of this Decree bad been 
iteeidod has of course been known for some time to mcrchautK and others mtereated in 
the tobacco trade in F^ypt, with the natural result tliat quite btely enormous 
of tobacco have been brought into the country and are being cleared out of the Luslom- 
honacs as fast ns pegsible^in order to get every bcueat from the iasi few days of the 
liahtoT duty. The immediate result of this will he that the Customs roeeipta for tins 
montli will be very largely iiiLrcaaed, and that a considerable sum wdl 1 m placed to the 
credit of tho Government ^ but at the same time it must be rentembered that tor many 
months after tho iticrcaacd duty coraee into force the tobacco revenue hUl vep- 
considerably; in tact it may be expected that for the rest of tbig year, at all events* t l

Ill spite of tbo oxtremoly low Kilo of 18S8, through w hich thia Adnumstration, 
whose lands are nil situated in Upiw Egypt, Buffered to an exceptional degree, the 
result H of tho year are, on the wholes satisfactory* The deficit for the year 1889, as 
established hy the proviaioiud accoimts, amounts to £ E* 74,779, as n^inst £ E*112A0^

h*ibuto conversion. IDs Highness points out that to give Egypt a dimct m^cnniary 
share in the profits arising from the cons't'raion woidd bo eiiuvalcnt to a reduction of 
tribute, a proposal which could never bo Ibteiicd to by the Porto for a mo men t. 
Mr, Palmer, however, estimates that the “raftieh'^ sebome now offered Ij the Gmud 
Vizier would raise the annual Egyptian increase of income from C0,000h or i0,000/, 
to about 90,000/. or 100,000/. a-ycar. Egypt would ttius i^ircctly get the 30,000/ 
a-year* at which price Mr. Pnliucir originally estimated the Egyptian consent to anu 
agJisbiee in the coiivci^ion. The amount of profit cstimEded almve must l>o regarded 
as only approsimate. as a calculation based on the figures of tho last five years is now 
being made hv tlio Cuatom-housa authoriticis, but is not yet com|fictod. 

If Ef^vpt agreea to give hot assistauce and tacit consent to the convei^ion ot ttie 
Tribute L^n, it will, of course, involvo her pledging herself to continue the payment 
of the tribute to Turkey for a cjonsiderabic mitnber of yeat$. Egypt is already plcdgcu 
lo certain baukcisj, who negotiated the Tribute Loan, to continue the payment for 
a cedain period, I think ahoat thirty or forty years mere, but, on tho convci-sioii
